and groups have faith and who will 
dem and equality of sacrifice and 
tolerate no special privilege.

Looking back over the record of 
Director Byrnes, one cannot class 
him as either a conservative or a 
radical. He is an honest liberal. He 
was the author of the famous “a n ti- 
ait-down strike" resolution passed 
by the Senate a few years ago wheo 
sit down .strikes became epidemic. 
But he was the author, too. as jus­ 
tice of the suprem e court of th at 
much controverted decision denying 
that th e anti-racketeering statute 
applied to the activities of a truck 
drivers’ 
union 
which insisted 
on 
forcing com panies to pay tribute Just 
outside New York city for what is 
known as "work not done.” 


Regrettable Aspect 


Justice Byrnes applied th at sta ­ 
tute as he found it irre.spectn e of 
how he personally m ight have felt 
about the union activity in ques­ 
tion. And th a t is typical of his deep 
sense of justice. The only’ regrettable 
aspect, of his appointm ent as direc­ 
tor of economic xtabhzation is th at 
the Suprem e Court of the United 
States loses a m an who was destin­ 
ed to become one of its most valued 
members. It ls to be hoped the pres­ 
ident will go to the Senate again 
for his selection because it grows 
apparent th a t as between academ ic­ 
ians 
with 
a 
tendency 
to distort 
statutory language to accomplish an 
objective and men who have felt 
the impulse of fairness th a t comes 
out of a 
fam ilarity 
with 
public 
opinion In elective office, the better 
kind of Judges: m ust inevitably be 
discovered in tile latter group unless 
the president goes to the circuit 
court bench where obviously the best 
trained men are to be found.

Roosevelt Now Aware That Trip Was 
Not a Wise Thing, Mark Sullivan Says 


Director Byrnes will have his hands 
full keeping the other agencies of 
government, from reverting to prac­ 
tices and h abits developed during 
this war, namely habits that give too 
m uch 
consideration 
to 
pressure 
groups and too little to w hat La fair 
to ail citizens. 
Tile problems th a t lie ahead are 
simply incalculable. The president 
told tire press, lor Instance, the other 
day th a t he couldn't understand 
why Congress acted so slowly in the 
m idst of the anti-inflation crisis 
whereas in 1933. in the midst of an ­ 
other crisis, legislative acts were 
passed prom ptly when he asked for 
them . Tile real reason is that in 1933 
tile effort was to lift the country 
out of economic depression by in­ 
creasing the purchasing power of 
the Am erican people. The present 
effort goes in just the opposite di­ 
rection—to curtail purchasing pow­ 
er and in effect to reduce standards 
of living and bring about economic 
hardship 
for m illions of citizens. 
Congress was rightly h esitant and 
only w hen public opinion rex paled 
th a t it w anted anything and every­ 
thing done to win the war did the 
legislative body respond Now Con­ 
gress acting w ithin Hie C onstitu­ 
tion 
has 
delegated 
extraordinary 
powers to the executive and demo­ 
cracy has functioned as the people 
want 
it 
to 
function. 
T here 
are 
hard tim es ahead but one cannot 
escape the feeling th at a milestone 
has been passed with th e appoint­ 
m ent of a com petent, fair-m inded 
m an to take over for war purposes 
the 
whole

Manpower 
A Problem

Tile time is about ripe, isn ’t It, 
for the m en in W ashington— Gen. 
Hershey, Paul M cNutt, Donald Nel­ 
son and others—to get togetiler and 
decide just w hat the country can 
and cannot do about w ar m anpow ­ 
er? 
Tile arm y, apparently, is heading 
toward the creation of a force of 
10000,000 m en, or more. T here Ls no 
doubt w hether or not it can m uster 
so m any m en without doing serious 
damage to the industrial m achine 
which m ust supply and equip them . 
Allowing, for 'the moment, th a t the 
domestic economy can, in theory, 
afford so large a force and still 
m aintain 
it 
at 
peak 
efficiency, 
there are growing debates over how 
it should be done 
who should be 
called, who deferred, why and when. 
These problem s are, in reality, all 
facets of one big problem — the 
problem of putting the country- s 
m anpow er and womanpower to the 
m ost productive and efficient use 
And yet. in spite of this. W ashing­ 
ton. 
is 
strangely 
unequipped 
to 
treat the m atter as a whole G ener­ 
al Hershey is entrusted only to see 
th at the 
arm y 
has 
a 
force 
big 
enough to execute the plan* draw n 
up by the high com m and T here is 
no on e to m ake su re he* does it 
without weakening the war produc­ 
tion m achine Mr. M cNutt has nom* 
vague authority over w ar m anpow ­ 
er Mr Nelson certainly has an in­ 
terest in its use There is no m an 
and no m ethod to insure th a t a 
Just balance will be struck between 
the conflicting dem ands.

m ind three weeks ago 
th a t 
led him to take the trip. T he m otive 
for any action, by anyone, m ust be 
a m atter of inference and surm ise 
—often Ute motive th at moves any 
of us Ls not fully understood by tile 
person himself. 
About Mr. Roosevelt's motive in 
this case, there is endless talk, some 
of it attributing purposes not praise­ 
worthy. Most of that, th e present 
writer dismisses. I doubt if even 
the commonly attributed motive of 
politics weighed m uch—alm ost the 
only proof to support th a t is th a t 
the trip was taken on the eve of 
an election. 


Politics Not Discussed 


Mr 
Roosevelt, at his press con­ 
ference. was aware of the charge 
of politics m ade against him —as in ­ 
deed he was conscious of all the 
detrim ental talk his trip excited. 
He took explicit care to say th at on 
the trip he had discussed no poli­ 
tics, had talked with no candidate 
for Congress, no party com m ittee­ 
men. Tile only persons in public 
life whom he had invited to his 
train were the eleven governors of 
the states in which he m ade stops, 
a justified official courtesy. M uch of 
his 
trip, 
the 
return 
half, 
was 
through 
the 
Dem ocratic 
South, 
where he hardly would have gone 
had his motive been politics. 
Had Mr. Roosevelt made speeches, 
the accusation of a political m otive 
might be supported—but no address 
was m ade, except two of a m inute 
or so each, at plants where the 
workers cried "Speech! speech!" 
The w riter's surmise about the 
president s motive is merely thai at, 
the end of a long hot sum m er in 
W ashington, he was tired, and in ­ 
stinctively yearned for an experi­ 
ence that would retresh and stim u­ 
late him. He had had ‘no vacation, 
and he is a person who likes and 
needs vacations. He had been de­ 
prived of 
his custom ary trips to 
Hyde Fark. 
Moreover, things had 
rfot been going well w ith him. or 
with any of us. He had had no tonic 
of success, either with respect to the 
war or in politics. His one venture 
into politics, the intrusion into tile 
New York contest for the Demo­ 
cratic nom ination for governor, had 
turned out in a way alm ost 
to 
hum iliate him. certainly to depress 
him. He needed some experience 
that would cheer hun up. 


Vitamin* for Him 


To many, it may seem odd th a t 
fourteen 
continuous 
nights 
in 
a 
sleeping car. with stops at all hours 
to 
drive 
through 
factory 
yards, 
cou^j be a tonic, or a thing yearned 
for. But to a president having Mr. 
Roosevelt’* 
tem peram ent, 
contact 
with 
crowds, 
seeing 
m asses 
of 
friendly faces smile and cheer, is 
not only m eat and drink, but V ita­ 
mins A, and the rest of the a lp h a­ 
b et—especially B l. which the up- 
to-date tell us is the builder of 
personal morale. 
President 
Harding had a word 
for it. W hen W ashington became

(tale and burdensome to him. he 
liked, as he used to say. to go out 
through the country and ' bloviate" 
—wave to the crowds and beam on 
them , and receive from them cheer* 
and smiles th at gave him a lift of 
tire spirits. 
Mr Roosevelt, a t his pres* con­ 
ference. was aware of the liabili­ 
ties th at had arisen as a probably 
unexpected consequence of his trip: 
the resentm ent of newsmen; 
the 
bewilderment of much of the public, 
who could not see why an event 
witnessed 
by 
tens 
of 
thousands 
should be forbidden m ention in the 
press; the concrete detrim ent to the 
peoples sense of confidence about 
their knowledge of w hat Is happen­ 
ing From now on, any wild rum or 
m ay be believed, for the public will 
know th a t lack of m ention in the 
press is no assurance th a t the thing 
did not happen. 
Knowing all this, the president 
was irritated—but. as often w ith 
all of u s, toward persons other th an 
himself, Yet for all the early p a rt 
of the conference, he restrained his 
irritation. Knowing that as soon as 
questioning came, he would hear 
questions he would not like, 
he 
filibustered. He told us about the 
sights he had seen—details about 
factories and tanks and cartridges, 
w ith alm ost the particularity of a 
guide on a sight-seeing bus. 


Attack's Follow Filibuster 


But the filibustering could not 
last forever. As the time for ques­ 
tions came, he adopted the sound 
m ilitary principle, th at the best de­ 
fense is to take the offensive 
He 
indicted 
three 
groups, 
which 
he 
carefully ranked in the order of 
their culpability: tai some of the 
press and radio; 'bi m uch of C on­ 
gress, ic) some of his own officials. 
The guilt of all three was one— 
they criticized and complained too 
m uch, and were too dourly pessim is­ 
tic; they created an impression th a t 
our conduct of the war. especially 
production of 
m aterials and 
the 
spirit of the country, was not going 
well; w hereas in fact everything Is 
going fine- he has been out through 
the Country and he knows. 
One sum m ing up of a long con­ 
ference might say th at this w riter 
went to the conference sharing the 
disquiet th at m any feel—but left it 
less perturbed. Some harm has been 
done: but the president, in spite of 
his self-justifying attitude, Is aware 
th at this sort of thing is not wise 
to do. 


Only One Bloc

speeches. One was prepared in a d ­ 
vance and was delivered to approxi­ 
m ately 5.000 Bremerton, W ash . sh ip ­ 
yard workers: the other was im ­ 
promptu. 
and 
was heard 
by 
an 
estim ated 7.000 workers at the K ai­ 
ser shipyard in Portland Both were 
non-political. 
In only one city—B rem erton—did 
the word of Mr. Roosevelt's pres­ 
ence spread fast enough to caus* 
a crowd to line the streets—estim ate: 
2,500. 
Except for eleven governors who 
acted as his host In their respective 
states. Mr. Roosevelt saw no po­ 
litical notable* during the entire 
trip. Of the eleven governors, seven 
were Democrats, four were R epub­ 
licans. 


Political Angie Discounted 


When the president commenced 
his trip on the night of Sept. 17. 
and the "secret” began to spread11* 
through the capitol, most R epubli­ 
cans were sure it wa* a political 
Junket; m ost Democrat* afraid th a t 
it was. 
Despite all the controversy of the 
last few days, th a t’s not what they 
think now. 
Privately, m ost 
poli­ 
ticians. now th a t they have cooled 
down. will tell you th a t they believe 
the political state of the union is 
about where it was on the night of 
Sept. 17. 
They don’t 
think 
m any voters 
were readied bv rushing past 150, 
OOO persons behind a screen of .se­ 
cret service men. They don't think 
th at 
any 
political destinies 
w rre 
settled bv .seeing eleven governors 
and John Nance G arner. 
And further, not m any of them 
any longer take much stock in their 
original suspicions th at Mr. Roose­ 
velt had politics in m ind when lie 
started out. But if he did. then 
they think he 
bungled 
the Job 
badly. 


Congressmen Irked 


Congress regardless of w hat m em ­ 
bers have said publicly, has not 
taken kindly to the whole business. 
Nine members out of ten. including 
adm inistration leaders, were already 
bitter about the "Y ou-D o-It-or-I- 
Will" ultim atum delivered on the 
anti-inflation bill before th e trip 
was made 
The blanket of extreme censor­ 
ship imposed on the pres* and radio 
also did not set well, 
although

congressm an who knew of the trip 
—and they all did—from getting up 
on the floor and announcing it in 
toto. B ut w ith the president's safety 
hanging balance, no m an dared let 
off steam and that was w hat irked 
them. 
Deep beneath the resentm ent In 
Congress, however, was sincere an x ­ 
iety for the president of the United 
States. Fear for his safety was real, 
and when the word was flashed 
to Capitol Hill th at he had returned 
you could alm ost hear th* collec­ 
tive sigh of relief. 


Trip Opposed 


Had the president listened to the 
railroads and to the Secret Service, 
the trip would never have been u n ­ 
dertaken. They were dead against 
it. 
Tile railroads did not w ant th* 
responsibility and the Secret Ser­ 
vice 
could 
envision 
the 
gigantic 
task of setting up the protection 
necessary, but the president pre­ 
vailed. and the organization for the 
trip began more than a m onth ago.

Reilly, who directs the W hite House 
force, laid out the plans with rail­ 
road. arm y, navy and local police 
officials co-operating.

Soldiers patrolled the tracks at 
300-yard intervals. 
They occupied 
cliffs, buildings and anything else 
along presidential auto routes from

S tate and local police reinforced 
the members of the armed services. 
Reilly traveled as m uch as thro* 
days ahead of the president s train, 
checking and re-checking every de­ 
tail. 
At each plant, shipyard or mili­ 
tary installation, only the highest 
officials—usually one m an, but in 
a few cases more—knew th a t the 
president was coming 
The rem ain­ 
der simply were informed th at an 
"Im portant visitor" wa* expected.
